Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant initiated interview to clarify operation of the invention and advance prosecution. Applicant reported that the 
use of a DNS instead of a home agent but retaining similar functionality was critical to the operation of the invention. 
The examiner explained how she was interpreting the final clause of the independent claims, specifying a 
supplementary value that ensures the current address will not be cached within non-authoritative name servers in light 
of Comstock. The current address of the mobile node is only sent to the home agent and the foreign agent routers 
directly; no other servers receive it because this information is sent through a tunnel. The current breadth of the 
claimed invention was detailed and discussed, and it was determined that modification of the claims is required to 
properly describe the invention. Applicant was advised that any after final amendments as discussed above and 
detailed in the prior art would require further search and consideration to properly determine patentability of the claimed 
invention.
